Juiin  Voino,  seconded  by  A.  M.  Dki.isi.k  Ksi{r., 
and  carried; — That  whereas  tin.'  con-<tructioii  of  a  H;'id;;e  across  the  St,  Lawrence, 
counoctinj,'  its  Southern  bank  with  the  Provincial  Canals  by  Hail,  has  become  a  mutter 
of  imperative  necessity  to  the  best  interests  of  this  City  and  of  the  Province: — this 
mentin^j;  is  of  opinion  that  no  time  siiould  bo  lost  by  the  Directors  of  this  ('orp')ration, 
in  ai)pointiny;  some  of  their  miinl)er,  especially  to  communicate  with  the  Directors  of 
the  Grand  Trunk  Railroad,  as  well  as  with  other  Corporations,  and  rejiort,  as  speedily 
a.s  possible  as  to  the  boat  moans  of  commencinjj  and  coustructiui^  this  important  public 
work. 

'flumks  were  then  unanimously  tendered  to  the  directors,  for  the  able  and 
satisfactory  maimer  iti  which  the  alVuirs  of  the  Corporation  have  been  con- 
ducted. 

The  Chairman  having-  vacated  his  scat,  received  the  thanks  of  the  meet- 
ing for  liis  able  conduct  in  the  cliau'.

THE  EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

Of  the  Dirrclors  to  the  Stockholders  of  th'  St.  Lnicrencc  and  Atlan- 
tic Railroad  Coinjiani/,  at  thr  Gnirral  Mvptin'^,  hdd  at  thr 
Office  of  the  Company  in  Montreal,  on  Wednesday,  the  \9th 
January,  1853. 

In  tho  ycMv  wliicli  lias  clapped  since  the  last  General  Meetin{»,  the  works 
of  tht>  Company  have  heen  carried  forward  with  every  intention,  on  the  part 
of  the  Directors,  that  the  Railway  should  he  completed  to  the  point  of  junction 
with  the  section  of  the  Sister  Company,  early  in  the  ensuina;  summer.  The 
proofn'ss  efl'ected,  and  the  arrangements  which  have  been  made  for  the  portion 
of  the  work  remaininf;;  to  he  completed,  warrant  the  Directors  in  the  belief 
tliat  tliis  intention  will  be  realized  ;  and  that  the  direct  communication 
between  Montreal  and  the  Atlantic  at  Portland,  will  be  opened  in  full  time 
to  seciu'e  to  th(^  Company  all  the  advantages  of  the  Passenger  Traffic  which 
the  ensiling  summer  iiiotiths  will  olVer,  as  well  a>  of  the  transportation  of  all 
Jhe  pri)  luce  of  the  West  which  may  be  demandeil  in  the  course  of  the  next 
season  by  the  Hastern  markets,  destined  to  be  supplied  hereafter  by  this  route. 

The  Stocklioldtrs  nrn  aware  that  the  Third  Section  of  the  Fvailway,  ex- 
tending from  llichmoiid  to  Slu-rbrookt;,  was  opened  for  the  employment  of  the 
public  Oil  the  11th  of  September  last,  the  occasion  being  honored  by  the  pre- 
sence of  His  I'lxcelleiicy  the  (rovernor  (Tcneral  and  a  large  portion  of  tht^ 
Provincial  LegislatMre  then  in  sevsion,  the  Pre-ident  and  several  Directors  of 
the  Atlantic  and  Si.  liawreiice  Ivuilroad,  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  the 
City,  and  other  distiMgMi>hed  guests.  Since  that  time  an  extent  of  95  miles 
of  road  lia>  been  in  full  opei-atioii,  supported  by  a  highly  encouraging  amount 
of  local  trallic,  both  in  |)assengerv  and  goods.  The  Fourth  Section,  extend- 
ing from  Sherbrooke  to  the  Province  Line  at  the  intersection  of  the  Coati- 
cooke  River,  a  dis  aiice  of  .'31  miles,  was  (>arly  in  the  season  divided  into  sub- 
sections, and  contracted  for  at  reasonable  prices. 

For  the  progress  made  in  this  section — its  present  situation,  and  the 
various  arrangements  for  promoting  its  completion  at  the  earliest  practicable 
date, — the  Direcfors  will  refer  more  particularly  to  the  Report  of  the  Chief 
Fngiiieer,  wiiich  will  be  j)resenlly  olfered  for  the  coiiMderation  of  the  Share- 
holders. 

At  the  pr(^s(>nl  session  of  the  Legislature;  an  ameiidment  to  the  Acts  of 
Incorporation  of  the  Company  was  applied  for,  to  the  elfect  of  extend- 
ing the  Company's  powers,  and  permit  ling  the  application  of  its  funds 
to  the  construction  and  working  of  the  section  extending  from  the  Boun- 
dary Tiiiie  of  the  Province  to  Island  Pond  in  the  Stale  of  ^'ermont,  the 
point  to  which  the  Atlantic  and  St.  Lawrence  Railway  is  extended.  The 
•»roprietary  are  aware,  that  looking  to  the  plain  advantages  accompanying  the 
a.lo|>tioM  of  tli(!  fsland  PomI  route,  both  in  vcpect  to  tlu.'  future  economical 
workinii'  of  the  road.  un<l  to  the  inettn>  which  this  route  secures  to  the  Com- 
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pany of  hereafter  partit  ipaliiiu-  in  the  trnlTic  of  (he  Connecticut  \'all(  y  north- 
ward,  it  was  considt-red  advi>aiile  that  tliiv  short  section  siinidd  lie  undertaken 
by  the  Company.  Accordiiiiily,  altlioui;h  the  power*  rerpiivitc  to  he  olttained 
from  tlu;  Le;^i>lature  of  Vermont,  have  not  yet  been  received,  means  were 
found  for  entering;  into  a  secure  contract  for  the  construction  of  this  part  of 
the  line  for  account  of  the  Company,  the  work  to  be  completed  by  the  1st 
of  July  next.  The  work  of  the  Jsland  I'ond  section  is  generally  light,  and 
the  contractor  evinces  the  fullest  confulencc  that  it  will  be  duly  compU^tod 
within  tlio  time  specifu'd,  and  correspqndiMi>ly  with  the  remainder  of  the  Com- 
pany's road  on  the  northerly  side  of  tHe  Boundary  Line. 

The  Sister  Corporation  of  Portland  have  evinced  the  ^catcst  energy 
in  the  prosecution  of  their  share  of  the  undertakinp;.  Their  Trains  have  been 
for  some  time  running  daily  to  the  Connecticut  River  at  Northumberland. — 
Their  road  bed  is  nearly  comjileted  throughout  the  distance  to  I>land  Pond, 
and  their  Contractors  are  now  proceeding  with  the  Inying  of  the  Track  to 
that  point.  There  is  no  doubt  of  their  liaving  their  entire  line  completed  for 
the  passage  of  locomotives  within  a  very  short  i)eriod. 

The  resources  from  which  the  Company  have  met  the  very  large  expen- 
diture necessarily  incurred  in  thus  vigorou>ly  prosecuting  thiir  works,  have 
been  supplied  mainly  by  lier  Majesty's  Provincial  (Jovermnent.  The  sum 
received  within  the  year  on  account  of  the  claim  of  the  Comiiany  under  the 
Provincial  (Juarantee  Act,  is  sliown  by  the  accompanying  statement  to  have 
been  jC31(),rv24-  J)s.  tul.  The  first  issue  of  Provincial  (Juarantee  Bonds  for 
account  of  the  Company,  was  .£100,000  Sterling,  of  this  £100,000  Sterling 
•were  receiv(!d  in  1>-  I  ;  X'2r)r),000  Sterling,  as  just  stated  in  ISil'i,  the 
balance  remaining  in  iie  bands  of  the  CJoveinment  on  30th  Novendier  last, 
having  been  accordin  15,000   Sterling.     This  balance  has  been  since 

paid  to  the  Compan  at  the  same  time,  the  total  amount  of  the  claim 

for  Public  aid  has  b.  oi.  tended  from  £400,000  Sterling  to  jC-l.{i7,r)00 
Sterling,  being  one-half  an  admitted  total  ultimate  cost  of  the  Railway  and 
its  Equipment,  amounting  to  £933,000  Sterling,  or  £l,137,r)83  (is.  Sd. 
Currency. 

Tiie  Island  Pond  section  has  been  provided  for,  by  means  of  a  distinct 
loan,  raised  in  England,  on  Sterling  Ponds,  at  7  per  cent.  Interest,  for  the 
amount  of  £90,000  Sterling.  Uf  this  amount  £r)0,000  Sterling  had  been  re- 
alized on  30th  November  last,  from  wjiich  the  Disbursements  for  the  Section 
up  to  that  time,  had  been  met.  The  balance  of  the  Loan  has  been  since 
received,  and  is  now  held  to  meet  the  cost  of  the  remaining  works.  Since  the 
close  of  the  fmancial  year,  the  President  of  the  Company  has  proceeded  to 
London  to  negotiate  for  the  Company  the  sale  of  the  balance  of  the  I'rovin- 
cial  Bonds  to  be  received,  amounting  as  before  mentioned,  to  £G7,r)00  Sterling, 
and  he  will  probalily  be  enabled,  at  tlie  same  tinu\  to  elfect  arrangements  for 
the  Loan  on  favorable  terms,  of  such  further  sum  a-  it  may  apjtear  retpiisite  to 
provide  for  elVectually  completing  and  equipping  the  Riiilway  for  the  perform- 
ance of  the  anticipated  trallic. 

The  Company  have  punctually  met  all  liabilities  for  interest  on  their 
loans,  having  found  in  the  receipts  realized  from  the  trallic  for  the  year,  re- 
sources nearly  sutiicient  for  this  purpose.

A  2,Teat  part  of  the  deht  on  which  this  intcTfst  has  accrued,  however, 
lias  lieen  iMciirrcd  |Vii-  the  constrMction  of  the  part  of  the  road  which  is  still 
unproductive,  from  hein^-  incomplete.  The  cost  of  the  Third  ."Section  which, 
up  to  the  'M)ih  Novemher,  had  heen  in  operation  less  than  three  months — is 
jGl7(),0()0.  The  direct  outlay  on  the  Fourth  flection,  over  which  the  loco- 
motive has  not  yet  passed,  amounts  at  the  present  time,  to  upwards  of 
Xir)(>,()00.  If  the  interest  accruing;  on  these  sums  for  tlieii-  respective  periods 
of  lime  Were  distiiijiuished  from  that  on  the  debt  strictly  borne  by  the  portion 
of  the  road  produciiiii-  returns  iVoin  its  employment— the  total  charii'e  against 
the  income  of  tiie  road,  would  he  less  than  X.')0,Ot)0 — and  there  would  remain 
a  surplus  of  income  applicable  to  the  payment  of  a  fair  dividend  on  the  shares 
paid  up  and  constitulinn-  the  nelt  Capital  Stock  of  the  Comi)any. 

"While,  howevei-,  the  Hailway  is  still  in  course  of  constr\iction,  and  while 
il  may  be  yet  necessary  to  take  up  furtliei'  moneys  for  its  fmal  completion,  the 
Directors  have  been  nnwillini;  to  proceed  in  llie  recommendation  of  the  pay- 
ment of  a  Dividend  on  the  shares,  wilhout  a  previous  oppoi'lunity  of  submit- 
ting- till'  circumstances  to  the  proi)rietary.  In  an  undertaking  of  this  nature 
and  exteiil,  it  is  desirable  that  the  income  realised  should  be  at  all  times 
strictly  disiinguished  from  the  capital  invested  in  tin'  extension  of  the  work  ; 
and  the  relalioiis  borne  bv  the  Company  towards  the  Provincial  (lOvernment, 
furnish  perhaps,  an  additional  reason  fop  attention  to  this  point.  The  former 
half  of  the  Jluilway,— the  ])ortion  which  has  produced  the  income  of  the  three 
past  years — has  borne  the  cliart;"e  of  all  the  interest  accrued  in  the  course  of 
its  construction, — as  well  on  the  subscribed  shares  in  the  capital  stock  which 
supplied  the  first  resources,  as  on  the  debts  next  raised  in  addition.  The  lat- 
ter half  of  the  line  mi;;lit  justly  be  made  to  su|)port  a  similar  charge,  as  a  part 
of  its  cost.  But  it  is  perhaps  most  advisable  to  make  no  change  in  the  ap- 
]ilication  of  the  resources  until  after  th(>  opening  of  the  entire  line  in  the  ap- 
proaching summer.  The  Company  has  the  fairest  prospect  of  being  then 
finally  relieved  from  the  doubts  and  dilliculties  which  attended  the  former 
part  of  its  course,  and  of  obtaining  a  certain  and  immediate  view  of  a  fair  re- 
turn on  the  entire  capital  invested  in  its  undertaking.  The  proprietary  may 
then,  equally  as  now,  participate  in  all  the  advantage.-,  Avhich  shall  have  been 
realised — whether  prior  to,  or  aftcM",  the  present  period  ;  and  a  forbearance 
pvinced  in  the  meantime  must  tell  favorably  on  the  credit  of  the  Corporation, 
whenever  its  atVairs  may  be  enquired  into. 

The  Shareholders  may  properly  be  congratulated  on  the  amount  of  local 
iralFic  which  has  presented  itself  as  each  section  of  the  Railway  has  been 
opened  for  public  use.  The  gross  receipts  for  the  year,  arising  from  nine 
months  use  of  7'2  miles  of  road  extending  to  Ilichmond,  and  three  months  use 
of  91)  miles  extending  to  >Sherbrooke,  furnish  an  average  gross  return  of  JESGO 
from  each  mile  |)er  annuui.  If  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  upon  the  entire  com- 
pletion of  the  road,  a  return  of  jGlOOO  per  mile  will  afford  to  the  Shareholders 
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in  tlio  Coinpnny,  afior  dtMluction  nf  all  cxpon'^ps — ^  vory  llliora,  Jvidrnd — it 
will  be;  It'll  that  tin;  local  IjiisiiiL'ss  alr(;ady  loalizcd,  has  It'tt  to  l»!  providt'd  by 
the  fiituro  ilirougli  tralllc  of  the  line,  a  bahuifc  of  returns  by  no  means  dis- 
proportionate to  its  iin|)ortant'e. 

Ill  llie  oriu,inal  ralridalions  and  i^stimates  on  which  tin*  work  was  pro- 
jected, tin;  trartic  bt'l^)nJ^■ill^>^•  to  the  di^liicts  in  (Ainada  throiiuii  which  the 
llaihvay  is  now  carried,  was  lii^hlly  considered  :  and  never  was  allowed,  in 
coniparixon  with  the  li'aiis|>oitation  anticipated  Itrtwccn  the  St.  Lawrence  and 
the  (Jcean,  a  ratio  higher  than  as  one  to  three.  It  has  already  amounted  to 
more  than  one-half  the  whole  trallic  re(piired  to  cover  a  lari-er  expenditure 
than  was  originally  contemplated. 

Tt  is  true  that  the  works  of  the  Company  in  progress  at  the  Eastern  end 
of  the  fiine,  have  to  some  ex.teiil  swelled  the  Iratlic  liy  their  demaml  f(U'  siiji- 
plics  and  necessaries  from  this  part  of  the  Province.  IJut  on  the  other  band, 
the  business  of  tin;  older  sections  steadily  increases,  anil  there  i-»  every  reason 
to  believe,  that  if  a  part  of  the  |U'esenl  support  of  the  road  should  be  with- 
drawn on  the  discontinuance  of  the  construction  works  of  the  Company,  its 
place  will  be  more  than  supplied  from  new  sources  daily  declaring  them- 
selves. 

The  transportation  of  lirewood  lor  the  city,  and  of  sawn  lumber  of  all  kinds, 
is  proceeding  on  an  e\teiisive  scale.  Squared  I'ine  Timber,  it  is  found,  tan 
be  advantageously  brought  forward  by  the  road  for  export  to  the  I'nited 
States  ;  and  a  large  (piantity  is  being  prepared  with  this  object.  Jiircb  and 
and  other  hard  wrjod^,  with  staves,  oars  and  liaiuls|)ikes,  are  being  manufac- 
tured in  the'  Forests  of  the  Eastern  Townships,  for  conveyance  to  t^uebec, 
TUt  the  Eailway  to  Longueuil.  In  Kingsey,  iiuluced  by  the  means  of  con- 
veyance otfered,  extensive  slate  cpiarries  have  been  opened,  aiul  are  |iroiiiised 
a  large  demand.  'I'hese  are  only  a  few  of  the  numerous  cases  in  which  the 
construction  of  the  Railway  is  itself  the  origin  of  a  production,  furnishing 
valuable  trallic  in  return. 

Tt  is  pn-mature  to  adopt  an  estimate  of  tlie  future  through-business  tliat 
will  ofter,  when  the  entire  road  shall  be  in  operation.  But  it  must  necessarily 
far  exceed  what  its  projectors  ventured  to  anticipate  when  the  scheme  was 
placed  before  the  public,  eight  years  since.  The  circumstances  under  which 
tliis  line  will  command,  over  all  others,  certain  advantages  in  supplying  the 
produce  of  the  West  to  the  State  of  Maine  and  the  British  Provinces,  remain 
the  same,  while  those  parts  of  the  Continent  have  largely  extended  their  re- 
sources, and  necessarily,  their  future  demand  for  this  produce.  Jn  the  means 
of  competing  for  the  import  business  of  Canada,  the  road  must  find  facilities 
not  hitherto  counted  on,  in  the  growing  importance  of  Portland  as  a  com- 
mercial city  and  port,  and  in  its  adoption  by  Her  Majesty's  Covernment  as 
the  winter  resort  of  the  Canadian  steam-ships. 

It  is,  perhaps,  by  no  means  too  sanguine  an  anticipation,  tliat  the  business 
between  Montreal  and  Portland  will  exceed  its  original  estimate,  as  much  as 
the  way  traffic  to  Sherbrooke  and  the  intermediate  stations  lias  exceeded  all 
the  expectations  that  ^'ould  be  formed  regarding  it.

In  the  case  of  a  newly  constructed  Radway,  and  under  circumstances 
such  as  those  of  >  he  Company,  the  ratio  of  the  working  expenses  could  not  be 
expected  to  compare  iavorably  with  that  of  old  consolidated  roads  having  a 
large  proportion  of  passenger  support. 

Notwithstanding  the  disadvantages  under  which  the  Company  at  present 
sulTcr,  however,  the  expenses  of  the  year — under  all  the  heads  of  Maintenance 
of  Way  and  Works,  Motive  Power  and  Carriages,  Fuel  and  Oil,  Salaries 
and  Wages,  Ferriage  acoss  the  St.  Lawrence,  and  incidental  expenses- 
have  amounted  to  jei9,9iH)  Is.  6d.,  beins;  a  proportion  of  the  gross  receipts 
equal  to  a  fraction  only  more  than  4o  per  cent.,  and  leaving,  as  the  nett  in- 
come of  the  road  for  the  season,  j6'2-t,ll5  16s.  2d.

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Li  connection  with  the  question  of  tlie  ways  and  means  provided  for 
completing-  the  Railway  and  ..  >  etiuipmont  in  a  satij^factory  maHner,  the  Di- 
rectors may  again  refer  to  the  Balance  Shet't  of  the  Company's  liooks  hereto 
appended.  The  unfunded  deb*  existing  on  the  30th  November  last,  amounted 
to  jEIGo  iO, — and  the  estimate  of  the  work  at  that  time  remaining  to  be 
executed  up  to  the  opening  of  the  line  for  traffic,  including  a  large  equiqment 
now  in  preparation,  was  about  i;"225,000.  On  tlie  other  hand  there  were 
funds  in  hand  amounting  to  £44,000  and  a  balance  in  the  hands  of  Her  Ma- 
jesty's Government,  which  has  been  since  received,  amounting  to  J£54,000. — 
The  portion  of  the  Island  Pond  Loan  not  then  realized,  but  since  received 
also,  was  j£49,000.  The  balance  of  the  Company's  claim  for  the  provincial 
aid,  as  now  extended;  is  £67,500  Sterling,  or  about  £85,000  Currency. 
The  Directors  have  no  doubt  of  their  ability,  through  the  assistance  of 
the  President  of  the  Company  already  mentioned  as  being  now  in  London, 
to  negotiate  the  Company's  Bonds  for  a  sum  corresponding  to  the  Bonds 
of  the  Provincial  Government,  which  he  is  authorized  to  dispose  of. 
Nor  have  they  any  grounds  to  doubt  that  with  this  further  provision  in 
the  form  of  loan,  the  remaining  resources  of  the  Company  will  be  quite  suffi- 
cient to  carry  forward  the  works  to  their  completion,  so  far  at  least  as  to  per- 
mit the  railway  to  show  fairly,  the  result  which  is  to  attend  its  opening  for 
tiie  traffic  between  the  St.  Lawrence  and  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 

If,  indeed,  the  promises  of  business  which  are  now  olTered  to  the  road  be 
realized,  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  a  more  extensive  equipment  in  engine 
and  freiglit  carriages,  than  has  yet  ])een  contemplated,  and  farther  accomoda- 
tions must  be  supplied  in  Station  buildings  taid  storage.  The  proprietai/ 
will  be  not  unwilling  under  such  circumstances  to  extend  the  total  cost  of  the 
railway,  by  such  necessary  additions  to  its  intrinsic  value.  The  provision  of 
the  requisite  resources  for  the  purpose  will  be  rendered  easy  by  the  improv- 
ing productiveness  of  the  road. 

The  year  just  elapsed  has  seen  a  vigorous  commencement  of  the  works 
of  the  Quebec  and  Richmond  Railway.  The  early  completion  of  this  valua- 
ble connection  of  the  road  may  now  be  considered  certain  ;  and  the  traffic  of 
Quebec  and  its  extensive  District,  as  well  as  all  the  Soutliern  Shore  of  the 
St.  Lawrence  beyond  Richmond,  may  be  looked  for  to  swell  the  future  receipts 
of  one  branch  or  the  other  of  the  Company's  Line  :  from  Richmond  to  Lon- 
gueuil,  or  from  the  same  point  to  Island  Pond,  accordmg  as  its  course  may  be 
to  the  West  or  Southward. 

The  European  and  North  American  Railway  olTers  also  the  the  fullest 
promises  of  being  early  executed,  to  the  elVect  of  securing  the  Company's 
Road  in  the  business  of  the  Lower  Provinces,  and  the  future  passenger  travel 
between  Europe  and  Western  America.  The  fslablishmcnt  of  the  Screw 
Steamship  Line,  making  Portland  the  Winter  port  of  arrival  and  departure, 
will  prove  only  the  connnencemcnt  of  an  enterprise  which  the  energy  of  that 
city  will  carry  forward.  The  Charier  granted  to  the  Grand  Trunk  llaihvay 
makes  this  work  a  certainly  within  ihf  shortcut  period  re(|uir»'(l  for  its  execu- 
tion. Almost  as  soon  as  the  Company's  midertaking  can  be  fully  in  o|)t'ration, 
with  the  means  to  appropriate  all  the  advantages  which  will  become  open,  it 
will  be  found  to  con^titulc  a  main  coimectiiig  link  in  a  chain  of  railway  com- 
mmuculiou  extending  from  one  extremity  of  the  Provmce  to  the  other, — ^join-

ing  tlie  St.  Lawrence  to  the  ocean  at  Portland,  a  city  and  port  oftering  the 
finest  accomodations  for  an  extensive  trade, — and  stretching  along  tlie  front 
of  New  Brunswick,  through  Nova  Scotia  to  Halifax,  the  port  of  the  Ameri- 
can Continent,  the  nearest  to  Europe, — while  on  the  West  the  same  great  line 
is  already  extended  to  lake  Michigan  and  the  Mississippi,  with  the  full  appear- 
ance of  being  destined  to  he  limited  in  that  direction,  only  by  the  limits  of  the 
Continent, — the  shore  of  the  Pacific  Ocean. 

There  is  in  this  magnificent  system  cne  necessary  part  not  yet  definitely 
provided  for.  The  practicability  of  a  bridge  across  the  St.  Lawrence  at 
Montreal,  is  no  more  a  question.  But  it  is  yet  undetermined  under  what  ar- 
ranofements  the  undertakinii*  shall  be  carried  out.  It  will  be  of  the  first  im- 
portance  to  this  Corporation,  and  to  all  other  similar  interests,  and  i)articu- 
larly  to  the  ci(y  of  Montreal,  that  the  bridge  when  constructed,  be  preserved 
from  monopoly  or  exclusive  occupation,  (^pen  to  free  employment  for  the 
purposes  of  the  road,  a  bridg*;  would  be  entitled  to  a  hand-^ome  contribution 
as  rent,  from  every  Puiilway  having  access  to  i\  ;  and  the  contribution  would 
be  willingly  paid  for  the  convenience  and  security  which  it  would  alVord  over 
the  present  uncertain  and  expensive  Ferry.  IJut  no  saving  aimed  at  in  the 
amount  of  the  annual  contribution  could  make  up  for  such  disability  as  the 
Company  may  be  laid  under  in  the  case  of  an  uncontrolled  possession  of  the 
bridge  by  adverse  interests.  The  Directors  take-uch  a  view  of  the  future 
business  of  the  St.  Lawrence  and  Atlantic  Railway,  as  to  feel  induced  to 
believe,  that,  rather  than  to  be  excluded  from  the  fairest  possible  competition 
for  the  transportation  of  the  produce  of  the  great  West,  hereafter  to  flow  to- 
wards this  cily,  it  would  be  preferable  that  the  Company  should  itself  under- 
take the  work. 

The  Directors  who  retire  in  their  turn,  on  this  occasion,  are  Mr.  Stay- 
ner,  Mr.  Torrance  and  Mr.  Larocque,  all  of  whom  are  eligible  for  re-election. 
Under  the  circumstances  ot  the  Hon.  Mr.  Morin's  resignation  of  his  office  of 
Director,  in  May  last,  the  Board,  on  the  2nd  .lune,  elected  Benjamin  Holmes, 
Esq.,  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Tt  is  for  the  proprietary  to  confirm  this  election, 
if  they  sjiall  see  fit.

Sir, — Since  I  bad  the  honor  of  submitting  the  last  Annual  Report  on 
the  progress  of  the  works  on  the  road,  jnuch  has  been  done  towards  securing 
the  final  completion  of  the  enterprise. 

The  road  was  opened  for  traffic  on  the  11th  day  of  September  last. — 
Since  vhat  period  the  track  has  been  laid,  and  the  road  is  now  in  nmning  order  as 
far  as  Lennoxville,  a  distance  of  99.^  miles  from  the  Longueuil  Terminus. 
Beyond  that  point  all  the  works  connected  with  the  formation  and  grading  are 
in  a  forward  state.  The  earthwork  on  the  greater  portion  of  the  distance  be- 
tween Lennoxville  and  the  Boundary  Line,  is  so  far  completed,  as  to  permit 
the  laying  down  of  track  at  the  earliest  period  of  the  ensuing  season.  At 
other  points,  wliere  the  excavations  and  'embankments  are  unusually  hea^y, 
large  forces  are  employed,  and  all  necessary  exertion  is  made  to  secure  their 
completion  in  sufficient  time  to  prevent  delay  in  laying  down  the  track. 

To  secure  the  opening  of  the  road  at  as  early  a  period  as  possible,  ar- 
rangements have  been  made  to  haul  the  iron  by  sleighs  to  two  ditferent  loca- 
litu  -^  beyond  Lennoxville,  namely,  to  Waterville  and  Coaticooke.  This  is 
done  in  order  to  conunence  the  laying  down  of  track  at  two  points  simultane- 
ously with  that  from  Lennoxville  onward,  and  thus,  instead  of  having  next  Spring 
to  supply  iron  for  27  miles  of  track  from  one  point  only,  the  material  will  be 
delivered  at  three  points,  and  the  work  divided  into  sections,  each  not  more 
than  9  miles  in  length,  and  all  provided  with  a  sufficiency  of  material  previous 
to  the  operation  of  laying  track  being  commenced. 

The  cross-ties  are  contracted  for,  and  the  contractor  has  undertaken  to 
have  them  delivered  and  distributed  along  the  line,  while  snow  is  on  the  ground. 

The  requisite  supply  of  chairs  and  spikes  is  also  provided,  and  ar- 
rangements made  for  their  delivery  at  the  several  points. 

The  delivery  of  materials  at  the  various  points  along  the  line  Avill  not 
only  secure  a  much  earlier  completion  of  the  road,  but  will  permit  the  ballast- 
ing to  be  proceeded  with,  where  necessary,  at  a  period  sufficiently  early,  in 
my  opinion,  to  secure  an  uninterrupted  operation  of  the  road  next  fall,  with- 
out which,  from  the  character  of  the  soil  at  several  places,  and  great  height 
of  embankments,  difficulties  would  be  experienced. 

The  time  set  for  the  completion  of  the  road  to  the  Boundary  Line  is  the 
1st  July  next ;  with  the  present  arrangements  carried  out,  unless  contingen- 
cies occur  not  now  foreseen,  I  am  of  opinion  the  work  will  be  completed. 

On  the  portion  of  the  road  between  the  Boundary  Line  and  island  Pond, 
in  the  State  of  Vermont,  a  distance  of  15;[  nliles,  the  progress  until  recently 
has  not  been  such  as  to  place  the  comi)letion  of  that  section,  simultaneously 
with  the  one  within  the  Boundary,  beyond  a  doubt. 

'I'lie  principal  cause  of  the  delay  is  attributed  to  the  undivided  attention 
tlie  coii(ract(u-,  Mr.  John  ]\1.  A\'ood,  had  1o  bestow  on  the  section  of  the  road 
South  of  Uhuul  Bcuul  (towards  rortlaiul,)  and  which  he  is  hound  to  complete 


this  Winter.  By  great  exertion  on  hi^  part,  this  will  be  accomplished.  I 
have  every  reason  to  believe,  that,  l)y  jjlacing  a  sulVicient  force  of  men  on  the 
•^ection  iSorlh  of  island  rond,  with  the  additional  fifdities  of  bringing  in  sup- 
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plies  and  tools,  which  the  completion  of  the  Railway  from  Portland  to  Island 
Pond  will  secure,  that  work  will  also  be  finished  by  the  1st  of  July  next ;  the 
forces  employed  have  lately  been  increased,  the  character  of  the  work  to  do 
is  light,  and  the  material  is  of  the  most  f\ivourable  kind  for  working.  The 
Contractor  has  been  made  aware  of  the  necessity  there  exists  for  the  work 
being  completed  by  the  time  here  stated,  and  has  given  every  assurance  that 
he  will  not  fail  to  do  so.  Mr.  Wood's  well-deserved  reputation  for  ability 
and  punctuality,  and  the  great  personal  interest  he  has  in  the  final  completion 
of  the  entire  road,  irrespective  of  the  claims  upon  him  by  the  contract  he  has 
entered  into,  will  cause  him  to  use  the  utmost  exertions  to  fulfil  his  engage- 
ments, and,  I  have  every  reason  to  believe,  with  success. 

I  beg  to  submit,  for  your  information,  the  quantities  of  work  done,  and 
remaining  to  be  done,  on  the  section  of  the  road  between  the  Terminus  at 
Longueuil  and  the  Boundary,  as  well  as  on  the  division  of  the  road  between 
the  Boundary  Line  and  Island  Pond : —

At  Loni;"Meuil  another  aiMilion  has  been  made  to  the  enfjine-honso,  atiord- 
ini;'  accomoiUition  for  I  mor*;  locomotives,  and  a  brick  carpenter  shop,  witli 
sheds,  for  repairs  of  carriag^es,  is  in  prog'ress. 

At  Sherbrooke  a  connnodious  brick  IStation-houso  200  feet  lona,'  and  60 
feet  with;,  and  an  ennine-house  ].")()  loot  diameter,  atVording-  sutlicient  space 
for  20  h)comotives,  irave  been  l)iiilt. 

Foundations  are  prepared,  and  all  the  material  delivered,  for  a  statiou- 
hou>e  at  liiehmond,  >>iniilar  to  the  one  at  .SIierl»rooi:c.  A  way  and  water- 
station  have  also  been  constructed  at,  T^ennoxville,  and  commodious  wood- 
sheds have  been  put  up  at  all  the  stations  on  tho  line.  Arrangements  have 
uIno  been  madi^  to  construct  pa^senifer,  freight  and  water  stations,  at  Coati- 
cook(i  and  other  points  on  the  road  South  of  Jjennoxvillo.  They  are  to  be 
completed  in  time  for  the  opcuiing  of  the  lino. 

In  addition  to  the  buihling>  here  enumerated,  5  double  brick  dwellings 
have  been  built  on  the  ('i)mpnny''s  grounds  at  fjonguouil,  for  the  accomoda- 
tion of  parlies  in  iht"  Company's  service  ;  some  of  ihem  are  already  occupied, 
and  as  tlu!  want  of  acconnnodation  was  severely  felt  l)y  those  employed  on 
the  (^ompauy's  works,  I  have  no  dnubl  tlu'ir  construction  will  prove  alike  bo- 
nefu'ial  to  the  Company  ami  to  their  numm'ous  oiip/oi/cs,  wiio  will  be  able  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  comfortabb-  accommodation  atVoriled  by  them. 

Arrangements  ha\  '  l»eon  perfected  for  the  construction  of  a  station  at  the 
junction  of  the  road^  at  "^^land  Pond.  The  construction  of  the  building  and 
its  suptM'iutemleiu'e,  have  been  most  liberallv  undertaken  by  the  sister  Compa- 
ny, and  the  station-house,  200  teet  in  length  by  (>0  in  width,  is  to  be  com- 
[deted  by  the  Isi  of  duly  next. 

Arrangements  are  in  progress  to  secure  the  construction  of  a  turn-table, 
ami  sutlicient  accommodation  for  eight  or  ten  locomotives  by  the  time  the 
road  is  opened  tor  through  trallic.  The  buildings  proposed  to  be  erected  at 
Island  Pond  are  to  bo  of  wooti,  and  though  containing  requisite  accommoda- 
tion tor  the  despatch  of  busim\s.s,  still,  in  their  character,  and  when  compared 
with  the  principal  buildings  devoted  to  that  purpose  on  this  side  of  the  boun- 
dary line,  they  will  be  considered  as  temporary. 

I'lie  ditliculty  that  exists  in  bringing  to  that  locality  materials  for  perma- 
nent buildings,  and  the  limited  amount  of  local  business  there,  until  the  re- 
sources of  that  section  of  the  country  are  developed,  as  well  as  the  proposed 
arrangements  for  the  through  business,  which  is  to  be  such  as  not  to  require 
extensive  transhipment  at  that  point,  all  combined  to  the  adoption  of  the  pre- 
sent plan  ;  shouhl  it  at  any  future  time  be  found  advisable  to  construct  per- 
manent buildings,  the  present  plans  are  so  arranged,  as  to  admit  of  its  being 
done  without  intert'ering  with  the  operations  of  tlie  road. 

The  increased  tratlic  in  cord  wood,  lumber  and  square  timber,  and  the 
prospects  of  a  still  greater  increase,  have  rendered  the  construction  of  addition- 
al sidings  necessary.  Since  the  date  of  last  Annual  ]\eport  two  extensive 
siding-s  have  been  con.strucled  and  opened  for  use.  One  at  Belceil,  and  the 
other  at  the  7th  llange  East  of  St.  llyacinthe.  Judging  from  present  ap- 
pearances, the  expenditure  will,  in  my  opinion,  prove  beneficial  to  tlie  interests 
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of  till!  road,  ami  ti.o  .id  liliomil  ficiiities  alVonl(;d  will  tend  to  foster  that  des- 
cription of  tradic  which  already  forms  an  iniporlaiit  item  in  the  receipts  of  the 
road. 

A  large  addition  has  beiMi  made  to  tlu;  track  acconin)odation  at  the  Com- 
pany's 'I'l'rminiis  at  rv)ngiicail,  new  tracks  have  been  laid  to  the  North  and 
.South  of  the  Main  Line  of  Llail>  alVoiding  gi'i'aler  room  for  the  delivery  of 
cord  wood,  lumber  *k,c.,  and  foi'  placing  carriages,  which  are  not  in  use, under 
repair. 

An  e\t<iisi\(.  Miow  <'ence  is  in  course  of  construction,  along  the  line,  near 
the  Longueuil  'r(>rminus.  This  has  been  found  necessary  to  protect  the 
road  from  the  heavy  drifts  of  snow  which  th;it  portion  of  it  is  subjected  to, 
and  which,  by  means  of  the  fence,  will,  in  a  great  measure,  be  i)revenled. 

The  ballasting-  of  the  lload  between  Ijongueuil  ami  Sherbrooke  was 
prosecuted  during  the  entire  of  last  sc,  .n,  without  interruption.  From 
the  scarcity  of  proper  material,  the  section  betweim  TiOngueuil  and  .St. 
Ilyacintlie  is  balla.-ted  with  sand  ;  sullicient  of  that  material,  is  now  placed 
to  pi-event  the  clay  from  working  up,  but  it  will  recjuire  a  coating  of 
gravel  before  the  road  bod  can  be  considered  as  permanently  secure  iVom 
the  effects  of  wet  and  frost — this  mati/rial  will  have  to  be  brought  from  a 
point  about  S  milos  East  of  St.  Ilyacintlie.  From  thence  to  Uichmond, 
iSherbrooke,  and  Lennoxville,  ballasting,  where  put  on,  is  generall}  of  a  supe- 
rior tjualiiy  of  gravel,  forming-  a  road  betl  that  will  recpiiic  but  little  atten- 
tion to  ki't'p  it  in  good  order. 

From  Lennoxville,  to  within  10  miles  of  tin;  Ijoundary  TJne,  the  road 
bed  will  reipiire  heavy  !)allasting.  (Jravel  is  found  in  abundance  at  both  ex- 
tremities, and  there  will  be  no  diilicully  in  arconiplishing  the  work  in  one;  sea- 
son, to  a  sullicient  extent  at  lea-t  to  make  the  road  safe  to  be  iim  over.  From 
thence  to  the  Boundary  Line,  and  on  to  Island  Pond,  the  greatest  portion  of 
the  line  passes  through  gravelly  or  sandy  soil,  refpiiring  but  a  small  ([uantity 
of  ballast  to  secure  a  good  ami  pi'rmanent  road  bed. 

To  meet  the  increased  trallic,  additional  accommodation  has  been  secined 
at  Longueuil,  by  the  construction  of  a  new  wharf,  IIS  feel  in  width,  project- 
ing in  the  riviM-  750  feet.  The  wharf  is  so  constructed  as  to  form  a  basin 
between  it  and  the  wharf  fust  built  of  122  feet  in  width,  and  oHO  leet  in 
length.  The  width  of  the  wharf  is  sullicient  for  the  construction  upon  it  of 
two  sheds,  each  100  feel  in  ItMi^th,  and  2f  in  width,  with  a  line  of  double 
tracks  between  them — arrangenieiits  for  the  construdion  of  these  sheds  are 
in  progress. 

The  increased  accommodation  thus  provided  for  is  not  near  sullicient  to 
meet  the  business  that  the  through  trallic  of  the  road  will  call  for,  and  when 
it  is  considered  that  the  wharf  and  sheds  refered  to  can  only  be  made  Use  of 
whilst  the  navigation  is  open,  and  that  no  decision  has  been  yet  come  to  as  to 
a  plan  to  store  the  produce  and  freight,  which  it  will  not  be  practicable  to 
carry  away  immediately  on  its  arrival,  as  well  as  to  provide  lor  a  secure  stor- 
age for  what  will  be  brought  down  late  in  the  Fall,  no  time  in  iny  opinion, 
should  bt!  lost  in  adopting  a  plan  that  will  aflord  th(;  re(|uisil(!  facilities. 

The  peculiar  position  of  the  wharves  at  Longueuil,  exposed,  as  they  are, 
to  the  shoves  of  ice,  preclude  the  possibility  of  permanent  buildings  adapted 
to  the  storing  of  tlour  and  grain  being-  constructed  upon  them.     Such  buildings, 
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therefore,  will  have  to  he  huilt  at  a  sufficient  .listance  from  the  river,  beyond 
the  reach  of  ice,  and  an  ample  provision  made  for  a  rapid  unloading  from  ves- 
sels, and  conveying  so  much  of  the  produce  to  the  receiving  store-houses  as 
cannot  be  directly  sent  oft*  to  its  destination.

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  brief  report  on  the  work- 
ing of  the  Road,  for  the  information  of  the  Dir-ectors.  With  the  exception 
of  the  unfortunate  collision  which  took  placo  last  year,  on  the  20th  of  January, 
no  serious  accident  has  occurred,  and  the  road  has  been  working  regularly  up 
to  the  present  time. 

Tiie  track  has  been  maintained  in  good  working  order,  and  the  expenses  of 
repairs  on  carriages  and  locomotives,  when  the  new  state  of  the  road  is  con- 
sidered, have  been  light.  The  amount  expended  on  the  repair  and  mainte- 
nance of  track  during  the  last  year,  is  JG2]:'36   ISs.  9d.  Cy. 

The  supjdy  of  additional  machinery  at  the  Company's  work  shop  at  Lon- 
gueuil,  has  been  found  to  be  of  great  convenience,  and  will  be  found  a  material 
saving  in  the  cost  of  repairs.  With  the  exception  of  castings,  and  a  very 
heavy  description  of  wrought  iron  work,  everything  connected  with  the  repairs 
of  locomotives  and  carriages  is  no\>  done  on  the  spot. 

Larae  increase  has  been  made  dining  the  year  to  the  rollinr  stock  on  the 
road,  and  contracts  have  been  entered  into  and  the  work  in  progress  for 
the  remainder  of  the  locomotives  .ind  carriages  which  will  be  required  for  the 
use  of  the  road,  on  its  connection  with  Portland. 

I  submit  tlie  following  statements — one  showing  the  extent  of  rolling 
stock  now  employed  on  tiie  road,  and  the  other  showing  tlie  working  of  ten 
first-class  Locomotives  during  the  year.

The  cost  of  running  the  engines,  and  the  repairs  to  carriages  and  tracks, 
hai  been  much  less  during  the  last  than  for  the  previous  year.  The  chief 
cause  is  the  improvment  and  consolidation  of  the  Railroad.
